"The most eagerly awaited day ia Horror film 
history." ao stated the advertising blurb, and 
the wait was most definitely worth i t for George 
Romero's latest installment in the living dead 
series is one of the classiest, horrific chillers 
of the decade. 

In NIGHT CF THE LIVING DEAD it all started 
with a mysterious solar virus turning the dead 
into flesh-craving ghouls. By the time of DAWN. 

OF TDK DEAD the zombies numbers had increased 
immensely, now with DAY the human to zombie 
status has reached apocalyptic proportians,400, 
OOOi I ia favour of the walking corpses. 

The last dregs of humanity are holding up in a 
Florida missile silo, where a handful of scient 
-ists are desperately trying to find a cure for 
the epidemic as all the while their military 
guards are getting more and more dangerous. The 
scene is one of bleakness and total oppression, 
no way will you be laughing at this film, it is 
horribly realistic a**! thoroughly serious. The 
first hour of the film concentrates on the ab- 
rassive relationships of the protagonists, but 
for the typically blood-drenched finale, the 
dead break in and the levels of carnage in their 
explicit reality (FA courtesy Tom Savini) have 
never been greater. DAY OF THE DEAD will appeal 
to both the intellectual shock— seekers as well 
as the gore hounds, who will be in seventh— 
heaven when the chief psycho played by Joe 
Pilato gets his. 

You have been warned DAY shocks, and shocks 
hard, both verbally and visually but rarely has 
the horror genre been lifted to such lofty peaks

DEAD. However, Argento's actual involvement with 
STAGEFRIGHT is zero, for the film actually 
comes from the Joe D 'Amato studios (he of ABSURD 
and BLUE HOLOCAUST fame) am is written by 
George EaBtman, the bearded hulk from such Dino 
productions as ABSURD , ANTHROFOPAGUS and 
lamberto Bava's BLASTFIGHTEE. Still, enough of

The film is full of imagination and great 
moments, the zombie horse being a real show- 
stealer.As for the mallevolent baby pterodac- 
tyl, and the unbearably cute 'catterpuppy ' ,a 

hideous green mixture of insect and mutt 

On the whole though, the effects mixing both 
puppetry and stop-motion are top-notch, as 
you would expect from Chris Walas ( Oscar 
winner for THE ELY.). There is also an excell- 
ent cameo from John Ratzenberger as an electr- 

frora fellow CHEEHS regular George Wendt in the 

On the negative side, 1 lost count of the

Whilst watching Stuart Cordon's ERCK BE Y Grid ,

as like THE FLY 1 could 'nt help but feel the 
film, was all flashy effects and no genuine 
substance, a statement I'm. getting fed up of 
making. What ever happened to suspense, 
atmosphere, or even the old cliche itself, a 
good scare? ERCM BEYOND like eo many modem 
horror movies has no scares, plenty of nasty 
shocks ano disgusting gross-out scenes, but 

tired old frigdt fan in a new sense of unease. 
But then again, that argument could be levell- 
ed at most films, so why pick on FRCK BEYCHD 
in particular? The answer 1 guess lies in the 
fact Cordon's last movie RE— ANIMATOR, was one 
of a handful of recent movies (also include 
EVIL BEAD, A 1< IGHTMARE OH EU1 STREET and 
Cronenbergs interim, work) which actually droke 
away from accepted cliches and tactics and set 
out to scare on a new exciting plane. 

Still, FRCM BEYOtdl itself is based on the 
H.P.Lovecraft story of the same title, and 
tells of the invention of an ingenious machine 
called a resonator, which it seems can look 
into another dimension aawall as increasing 


the human pineal gland. As a group Of protagon- 
ists, the wimpering acccn.pliss Jeffrey Combs; 
the eager psychiatrist Barbara Crampton and the 
ex-footballer (?) body guard Ken Foree, find out 
it can also transport giant lecherous worms from 
said d im ension, into ours; transform genious 
scientists into giant lumbering make-up effects; 
turn wimpering accomplisses into bald cannibals;

In the early days of out and out splatter movies, the 
field was full of names such as Herechell Cordon Lewis, 

Andy Milligan, Ted V Mikels and Dan Curtis who in the 
late 6o's and early la's churned out such monstrosities 
as THE WIZARD O' GCRE.THE GHASTLY CBES and THE CORPSE- 
GRINDERS. All drive-in efforts with little or no qualit- 
ies but a strong exploitation title. Of all tne movies 
of this type made during the period perhaps the worst 
was the I97I Ed Adlum effort INVASICN CF THE BLOCD- 
FARMERS,a film so awful it .could well be regarded as 
the worst film since PLAN 9 FRCM CUTER SPACES 
Starting rather strongly with gothic shoti oi hooded 
figures performing their fireside rituals to the acc- 
ompanyment of a quaint English voice-over, the film 
rapidly deteriorates when we zip forward to modern day 
small-time USA.ee learn that seme evil force is at 
work in the town, as a result innocent extras are being 
dragged away against their will to have their entire 
blood supplies drained.

Following the recent blockbuster success of 
James Cameron's ALIENS we can almost be certain 
that before long we are due for a flood of cheap 
imitations from the world's exploitation auteurs 
afterall it happened before following the run- 
away success of the original ALIEN, and trends 
really haven't drastically altered since. 

it is worth remembering the original ALIEN, 
directed by Ridley Scott back in I979 was by no- 
means an original idea itself. 

IT! THE TERRffi FRCM BEY S3 SPACE, a next to 
nothing budgeted 1956 black and white B-movie 
was as much an influence on ALIEN as it was to 
the hordes of cash-ins which followed Scott's 
movie. IT! tells of a story of a grcup of astro- 
nauts returning from Kars with not only an 
alleged murderer due for trial on board but also 
a rather nasty rubber monster. Remarkably similar 
to ALIEN at times, the crawling through air- 
ducts and the finale where the creature is suck- 
ed out of the air lock are great examples of 
deja-vu. Similarly there are times during Mario 
Sava's 1965 SF fable PLANET lF THE VAMPIRES 
when you get the curious feeling you've seen 
this scmewhere before (only if you've seen ALIEN 
first, that is.jAfcer landing on a barron planet 
to investigate the strange dis6apearance of the 
spaceship Galliot t Captain Barry Sullivan and 
crew find the inhabitants of the missing ship 
wondering around as zombie hosts to the planet's 
invisible master race(shades of FCRBIDDlil PLAN- 
ET) but the key scene filmed with impeccable 
style by Bava has Sullivan's team exploring a 
giant deserted ship full of the huge skeletons 
of a long dead species. 

Is nothing new?It would seem not for ALIEN and 
it's undeniable influence IT! are both in turn 
very, very similar to A.S Van Vogt's story "The 
Black Destroyer(A.K.A. Voyage of the space- 
beagle) "which was written as far back as 1939. 

ALIEN itself is rightly regarded as a genre classic, not only being a highly suocesoful horror 
movie but also a dam realistic science-fiction film too, highlighted of course by H.R Ciger's 
now famous designs. The same cannot really be said of it's multitude of immitators.and whilst 
Limitation may be the most sincere fora of flattery it is also a great way to make a quick 
buck the latter being the higher stimulation to the cinematic copyers. 

A3 is often the case the Italians were first on the bandwagon ana in I960 the world was treat 
to seme ALIEN' CCNTAMINATICN, the blood-splattered unofficial sequel to ALIEN from Luigi Cozzi 
who later was to serve up such clockwork crap as STARCRASH and the Lou Ferrigno version of 
HERCULES. C<*TAKIKATI(* as it was known in Britain hau a batch of mysterious eggs brought back 
to earth and on hatching all sorts of mayhem breaks loose, including every conceivable body- 
part exploding in a shower of crimson and a monstrous whatsit on the loose known as "cyclops”. 
We Brits.who of course were hosts to the filming of ALIEN .which was basically a British film 
anyway were quick off the mark with a nasty little rip-off of cur own. INSEMDiOID directed by 
Norman J Warren ( TERR CR; SATAN'S SLAVE)ia probably the sleaziest of all the terror in space 
sub-genre containing as it does the rape of Judy Geeson by an alien and her subsequent birth 
to red, bug-eyed .buggers. ^ii to effective in parts for a film that came in at around £2 million 
but the concessions to exploit a formula for the urges of a projected sado-pcm audience do 
tend to take their toll, never more so than in the fact the space station is equipped with 
chainsaws simply because ebainsaws could come in handy for seme carnage scenes in the eyes 
of the writers. ( jq) ■
